In the opening paragraph of 
a May 16 letter to the National 
Capital Planning Commission 
(NCPC), Greenbelt Mayor 
Antoinette Bram stated the 
city’s position on the USDA of- 
fice park construction at the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center. The mayor's letter ac- 
companied the city’s official 
comments to the revised BARC 
Master Plan, a document which 
was scheduled for action by the 
NCPC on May 29. In the 
words of the letter, “Unless the 
USDA headquarters is deleted 
from this document, the city 
cannot support the plan.” 

The mayor’s letter resulted 
from the regular May 13 
Greenbelt City Council meeting 
where Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts and other members 
called for clear language to ex- 
press disapproval over develop- 
ments at BARC toward uses un- 
related to the primary mission 
of conducting agricultural re- 
search. Bram’s letter high- 
lighted the incompatibility of 
land uses: “Since the headquar- 
lers project is inconsistent with 
the policies of the master plan, 
as well as the mission of 
BARC, we urge that you re- 
move any reference to the 
USDA headquarters from this 
document.” 

The proposed revised Master 
Plan of BARC shows the office 
park located on Sunnyside Av- 
enue north of the Capital 
Beltway and west of Edmonston 
Road. The maps of the Master 
Plan present the office park as 
an existing facility, although the 
text notes, “The uncertainties 
surrounding the implementation 
of this project prevent us from 









City Expresses Opposition

addressing the USDA office 
complex in greater detail in the 
1996 Master Plan Update. The 
city council, in opposition to 
urban development at the agri- 
cultural research station, fears 
that the current proposed plan 
would make the office park a 
foregone conclusion. 

Both the NCPC and the 
Greenbelt City Council op- 
posed the location of the 
USDA complex. NCPC wants 
federal developments, such as 
the USDA office park, to be 
developed in the Federal Cor- 
ridor region of the District of 
Columbia in accordance with 
its own plan for orderly devel- 
opment of the District. The 
NCPC, in this case however, 
has limited ability to influence 
the Department of Agriculture’s 
decision because BARC is out- 
side of the District and, there- 
fore, outside the region where 
NCPC can control the pattern 
of development. 

The mayor’s letter applauded 
NCPC’s efforts to coordinate 
planning among the various 
federal facilities in the area of 
BARC. “Without this coordi- 
nation, the activities of the 
more intense operations will 
compromise the research activi- 
ties occurring in the more frag- 
ile natural environments,” wrote 
Bram. She added that the city 
would be anxious to participate 
in such efforts. 

Bram’s letter accompanied 
reports from the Advisory Plan- 
ning Board and city staff, 
which had previously reviewed 
the BARC Master Plan and 
made recommendations to 
council at their May 13 meet-

NCPC Supports 
City’s View on BARC

In its May 29 meeting at 
which the revised Master Plan 
for the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center (BARC) was 
approved, the National Capital 
Planning Commission (NCPC) 
showed its. solidarity with 
Greenbelt’s position by deleting 
from the plan the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's plan to lo- 
cate its headquarters complex on 
Sunnyside Avenue. 

According to NCPC spokes- 
person Robert Cosby, the Com- 
mission reiterated its disapproval 
of the project. They noted that 
the transfer of employees from 
the District of Columbia to the 
Beltsville location would be a 
move against NCPC’s policy of 
retaining 60% of regional Fed- 
eral employment in the District 
of Columbia, the seat of the na- 
tional government. In addition, 
in view of current government 
downsizing, they questioned the 
need for such a facility. 

NCPC also stressed that es- 
tablishing the complex at BARC 
Is contrary to BARC’s mission 
and master plan and the 
government’s. goal of preserving 
the “Green Belt” of Open Space 
areas around Greenbelt. 

Cosby stated that the Com- 
mission will be sending a report 
on its actions dealing with the 
USDA complex to the appropri- 
ate Congressional committees 
and to the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. 

Since NCPC’s actions are 
only advisory outside of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, USDA could 
still proceed with the headquar-

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To Be or Not to Be a Historic 
District — That Is the Question

“When we were trying to keep 
green space, there was no ques- 
tion of what side Greenbelters 
were on, but this is more compli- 
cated.” Betty Allen’s comment 
came at the April 30 annual 
meeting of Citizens For Greenbelt 
(CFG), in which proposed plans 
for a Historic District were dis- 
cussed, 

The meeting began with the 
election of new officers to CFG: 
James Inzeo, President; Harriette 
Phelps, Vice President and Trea- 
surer; Konrad Herling, Secretary; 
and Ruth Bond, Membership 
Chairman. Most of the rest of 
the meeting was taken up with a 
panel discussion of the proposal 
to make portions of Old 
Greenbelt into a Historic District. 

The discussion was begun by

Howard Berger, an architectural 
historian and preservation planner, 
who directed the February 1994 
study of this proposal. Berger 
emphasized that no decision will 
be made until citizens are given 
an opportunity for discussion. 

The nature of a Historic Dis- 
trict was explained by Jack 
Downs, a member of the Ad Hoc 
Historic District Study Committee 
appointed by the Board of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI). 
The majority of land which 
would fall within the Historic 
District belongs to GHI. 

Downs differentiated the His- 
toric District status, which is 
awarded by Prince George’s 
County, from the National Regis- 
ter of Historic Places. Old 
Greenbelt was placed on the Na- 
tional Register in 1980; the 
boundaries for the proposed His- 
toric District are the same as 
those for the register. 

Downs also noted that the city 
has applied to the National Park 
Service for National Landmark 
status; the hearing on this issue 
will probably take place in Sep- 
tember. Downs said that the des- 
ignation would be purely honor- 
ary, with no benefits or restric- 
tions. “It’s the equivalent of a 
Mount ‘Vernon in terms of sta- 
tus,” he said. “I think its benefit 
to the city is that it’s going to 
raise awareness of the higtorical 
significance of Greenbelt.’ 


Meaning of Designation 

The Ad Hoc Committee has 
been considering the benefits and 
drawbacks of the Historic District 
designation, Downs said. One 
particular concern of committee 







members has been what sort of 
regulations the designation would 
add. The committee noted, for 
example, that GHI might have to 
make changes in order to con- 
form with the U.S. Secretary of 
Interior’s guidelines for historic 
preservation. Joked Downs, “I 
think that changes will have to be 
made to the GHI Green Book to 
comply with the Secretary of 
Interior’s guidelines, because the 
Secretary of Interior’s guidelines 
aren't going to change to comply 
with the Green Book.” 

In response to a later question, 
Berger pointed out that the fed- 
eral government does not regulate 
historic preservation laws. Prince 
George’s County voluntarily 
adopts the Secretary of Interior’s 
guidelines, but there would be no 
direct federal involvement in the 
historic district. Former City 
Manager James Giese added that 
the federal government decides 
matters such as the federal tax 
credits which GHI members 
might be able to apply for, while 
county guidelines would affect 
work permits within the Historic 
District. 

Downs believed that new 
regulations might end up being a 
benefit rather than a burden to 
the community, since it would 
help Greenbelters to regulate 
change. On the other hand, he 
said, the city might have to add a 
local advisory committee to re- 
view work permits, and this new 
administrative process might cost 
money. Downs concluded that 
there is no “simple yes and no” 
as to whether the city should ask 
for a Historic District designation. 

James Giese, who drafted the 
proposal for the National Regis- 
ter, expressed concern that the 
Historic District status would 
cause Greenbelt to preserve the 
wrong parts of its past. 
Greenbelt’s importance, he said, 
hes in its plan rather than in its 
individual buildings. He said that 
an early architectural historian 
described Greenbelt as “blocks 
with windows and doors. It’s not 
very distinctive in architecture, 
and I don’t think there’s anyone 
here who would dispute that.” 


History 

Giese noted that Greenbelters 
have taken part in earlier battles 
over the question of how faithful 
the city’s original buildings 
should remain to the past. He 
said that in the early 1980s, GHI 
had chosen to find other sources 
of money for renovation rather 
than to adhere to historic preser-

Let’s Work Together 


Your coverage of the City 
Council meeting of May 13 
was most welcome. Even more 
welcome, however, was the 
unanimous vote of the City 
Council to endorse the Advi- 
sory Planning Board’s recom- 
mendations for Cherrywood 
Lane. These beautification and 
traffic safety measures will en- 
sure that residents and office 
workers along Cherrywood 
Lane share in Greenbelt’s heri- 
tage as a garden community. 

Greenbelters will also wel- 
come the offers of our neigh- 
bors on Cherrywood Lane to 
cooperate with the city as they 
develop their properties. If the 
massive traffic flows they pre- 
dict their plans will generate 
actually materialize, cooperation 
now to keep our roads safe is 
more urgent than ever. 

The owners of the A.H. 
Smith property, for example, 
implied that their development 
of this wetland will require six 
lanes of traffic compared to the 
existing four. Capital Office 
Park said that its planned ex- 
pansion requires the mainte- 
nance of all existing capacity 
on Cherrywood Lane. Because 
the street is already wider than 
U.S. Rte. 1, which carries 
56,000 cars a day, these pre- 
dicted traffic counts, if accu- 
rate, would mean a minimum 
8-fold increase in traffic from 
the current 7,000 cars per day. 
The proposal to turn Greenbelt 
Metro parking lot into a fringe 


of Maryland could also contrib- 
ute to increased traffic flows. 
Fortunately, city staff actu- 


ally anticipates only a modest 


increase in traffic — to a level 
comparable to Crescent Road. 
No studies were introduced at 


the council meeting to contra- - 


dict this estimate. Even this 
modest increase, however, 
means we must all work to- 
gether now to ensure that pe- 
destrian and bicycle safety 
around the Greenbelt Metro sta- 
tion, the Springhill Lake Recre- 
ation Center, and Springhill 
Lake Apartments is not jeopar- 
dized. 

Finally, on behalf of the 
Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition, I 
‘pledge our cooperation with the 
city, other civic organizations, 
and our neighbors’ on 
Cherrywood Lane. Let’s work 
together to make Cherrywood 
Lane an attractive and safe en- 
trance to our community.

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Art Center’s “Canticle” Is Based 
On Award-winning Sci-Fi Novel 


by Denis Jelalian 

The Greenbelt Arts Center 
will present “A Canticle for 
Leibowitz” written by Walter 
Miller, Jr. and adapted for the 
stage by Richard Felnagle, for 
three weekends beginning 
June 14. 

Walter Miller, Jr. began 
writing in the early 1950’s. 
In 1955, his short story “The 
Darfsteller” won a Hugo 
Award, science fiction’s high- 
est honor. “A Canticle for 
Leibowitz” was originally 
published as a serial in Fan- 
tasy and Science Fiction 
magazine from 1955 to 1957. 
After revisions, “Canticle” 
was published as a novel in 
1959, and won Miller his sec- 
ond Hugo Award in 1961. 

“A Canticle for Leibowitz” 
is set in the future after a 
nuclear war. The story is told 
in three episodes, each sepa- 
rated by hundreds of years. 
Rather than picture a bleak 
future for the human race, 
“Canticle” raises intriguing 
questions about the nature and 
pea? of humanity, tech- 


nology and religion. 
Suzanne Zappasodi, who is 


directing “Canticle” for the . 


Greenbelt Arts Center, did re- 
search for two years before 
undertaking this assignment. 
Zappasodi pointed out that the 
monastic tradition in “Can- 
ticle” is related to current 
scholarship that Irish monks, 
particularly on the island of 
Iona, preserved Western civili- 
zation during the Dark Ages; 
a theme discussed by Sir Ken- 
neth Clark in his television 
series “Civilization.” 
Zappasodi said, “Writers 
from Hawthorne, Jules Verne, 
and H. G. Wells to all the 
modern writers of science fic- 
tion, have been fascinated by 
humanity’s use and misuse of 
technology. Science historian 
Edward Tenner of Princeton 
University, a Woodrow Wilson 
Fellow, Smithsonian lecturer, 
and author of “Why Things 
Bite Back”, asks why technol- 
ogy, designed to help, often 
has such negative effects.

vation guidelines requiring that’ 


the original homes retain their 
casement windows. Giese said 
that this year’s GHI Home and 
Gardens Tour also revealed land- 
scaping which was not in the 
Original tradition. Giese con- 
cluded, “It’s a question of indi- 
vidual (homeowners) doing things 
differently as opposed to preserv- 
ing the way things were” at the 
beginning of Greenbelt’s history, 
“which was everyone doing every- 
thing uniform and alike.” 

Former Tugwell Room curator 
Betty Allen said that she was wor- 
ried about the impact of new regu- 
lations on GHI members. with lim- 
ited incomes. “Anything you can 
do to preserve Greenbelt is a good 
thing,” she said, “but I want. to 
know exactly what we're doing.” 

Discussion Period 

The four-member panel then 
answered questions from the audi- 
ence. Several people asked about 
the procedure for becoming a His- 
toric District. Downs said that his 
committee was responsible to the 
GHI Board but noted that non- 
GHI members in the proposed dis- 
trict ought to be represented. The 
Board, he said, will want to be 
sure that “substantial numbers” of 





GHI members are in favor of the 
Historic District before they pro- 
ceed with the designation request; 
however, the procedure for deter- 
mining members’ opinions had not 
yet been decided. 

Giese added that the county is 
sensitive to the opinions of the en- 
tire Greenbelt community. 

As far as regulations were con- 
cerned, Giese said, non-historic 
buildings such as the Roosevelt 
Center’s medical building would 
not be affected. Berger pointed 
out, “Should a district be desig- 
nated, everything that exists as of 
that day is grandfathered.” No 
changes would have to be made to 
Greenbelt buildings as a result of 
the designation. 

Downs said that small changes 
to buildings, such as the additions 
of decks or patios, would not be 
regulated. A local advisory com- 
mittee would review major 
changes. 

The possibility of these regula- 
tions worried Tom Stutzman, who 
noted that homeowners already go 
through an administrative process 
in order to make changes. What 
are GHI members gaining with 
the designation? he asked. “I 
agree, a Historic District is great,

but we’ve got to live here. 
Williamsburg is great, but nobody 
lives there.” 

Berger responded that the des- 
ignation is a “planning tool. . . . 
The question for Greenbelt 1s, ‘Is 
a Historic District the appropriate 
tool for managing planning?’” 

In reply to a question by Alan 
Turnbull, Berger said that “nobody 
wants to freeze the houses to what 
they looked like between 1937 and 
1941.” Greenbelt’s homes, he 
said, should have “historic mean- 
ing to the community but also be 
useful to the community.” 

City Councilmember J Davis 
agreed that the city needs regulations 
to prevent changes from the original 
community plan, but, like many oth- 
ers who spoke that night, she wor- 
ried about whether the Historic Dis- 
trict designation was the appropriate 
manner in which to do so. She con- 
cluded the meeting by asking where 
other historic districts are located. 

Replied Berger in a mockingly 
Ominous manner, “They are ev- 
erywhere.” He cited Broad Creek 
as an example, but added, “There 
is no parallel to Greenbelt in 
Prince George’s County, and I 
can’t think of any example in 
Maryland or even beyond for you 
to look to for a model.” That 
fact, he said, shows the unique-

Life Experiences 


Of Polio Survivors 

The National Rehabilitation 
Hospital Research Center seeks to 
interview persons 45 years or 
older who had polio and recov-

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GHI May Test Methods of Flat Roof Replacements

Election of officers, training, 


and organizational issues occu- 


pied the Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
Board of Directors at its May 
23 meeting. At the first meeting 
following the annual meeting 
and the elections, the Board re- 
elected Alan Turnbull as its 
president; Keith Jahoda, as- vice 
president; Nat Shinderman as 
treasurer. Betty Deitch was 
elected secretary, a position she 
has previously held. Board 
Members taking their seat at the 
meeting included Dorothy 
Lauber, John Taylor, and 
Charles Hess. Don Comis, 
Carole Levin, and _ Terry 
Rutledge were honored for their 
service as members of the 
Board of Directors; Comis was 
there to receive a plaque in ap- 
preciation for his years as 
Board Member, 1990 to 1996 
and as Board Secretary, 1993- 
96. The Board also recognized 
Joanne Guthrie as an Outstand- 
ing Committee member for her 
work on the Resales and Mar- 
keting Committee. 


Organizational Issues 

The meeting began with a re- 
port from the Nominations and 
Elections Committee certifying 
election results. Overall some 
290 votes were cast. Julia 
Eichhorst from the N&E Com- 
mittee answered “absentee bal- 
lots” in response to a question 
by Betty Deitch when the vote 
count from each machine did 
not equal the overall total. The 
Board thanked the N&E Com- 
mittee for its work. At the first 
Board meeting after the elec- 
tion, it is necessary to designate 
the GDC stockholders. The 
Board passed a motion that the 
Board of Directors be granted 
proxies for GHI’s shares in 
GDC. Next, the Board set its 


schedule for summer meetings. 


The once-a-month summer 
meetings have been set for 
June 27, July 25, and August 
22. To avoid holidays during 
the Fall, the Board then ac- 
cepted a management sugges- 
tion that the remaining regular 
meetings be held on the first 
and third Thursday of each 
month for the rest of the year. 


Training and Guiding Principles 

General Manager Gretchen 
Overdurff unveiled a framed 
set of Guiding Principles 
adopted earlier by the Board to 
“help us all.” The Principles 
will hang in the Board Room. 
Board Members then discussed 
training for the new Board. 
They decided to defer a session 
on strategic planning until after 
a session on team building and 
some basic issues are covered. 
Over the next several months 
they will tackle ethics, organi- 
zational structure, and reserves. 
Turnbull spoke of the value of 
team building to set the stage 
and create an atmosphere for 
subsequent work by the Board. 


Contracts and Replacements 
The Board approved for first 
reading a contract with 
McNully Heating and Air Con- 
ditioning Company to replace 
central air conditioners and 
thermostats at six of the larger 
homes. The Board had earlier 
approved replacement of eight 
air conditioners and voted to 
extend the project to cover ad- 
ditional air conditioners to take 
advantage of Pepco rebates 
now in effect. Although the air 
conditioners are being replaced 
somewhat ahead of schedule, 
the rebates, a price lower that 
the replacement price antici- 
pated, and greater energy effi- 
ciency made this an attractive 
proposition at this time. 


Although the rubber mem- 


brane roofs on the block homes 
do not yet show a general pat- 
tern of deterioration, some 
problems have been noted. The 
roof systems which were in- 
stalled in 1981 are showing 
some signs of wear, especially 
at the seams. GHI would now 
like to take the opportunity to 
test methods of flat roof re- 
placement. The same EPDM 
rubber roofing would be used 
but with different technical ap- 
proaches to its installation. A 
new technology sealing system 
employing pressure sensitive 
tape is now used. The tape is 
less susceptible to moisture 
breaking down the seal. Techni- 
cal Services Director Jay 
Freidman described the plan of 
replacing these roofs, checking 
to see how they weather a sea- 


son, and then using this infor- ~ | 


mation to form a final plan for 
replacement of all flat roofs 
when that is necessary. The 
Board approved for first read- 
ing a contract with Browne and 
Merry Construction Company 
for replacement of the EPDM 
roof at 23 A-F Ridge Road and 
2D-G Eastway at a cost not to 
exceed $34,400. 


Other Business 

The Board discussed again 
subleasing procedures but took 
no action. The Board also re- 
constituted the Member Com- 
plaints Panel, with Board Mem- 
bers Keith Jahoda, Betty Deitch 
and Bill Phelan agreeing to 
serve. Finally, the General Man- 
ager brought up for discussion 
some modification in the after- 
hours on-call procedures. Dur- 
ing the Visitors and Members 
portion of the meeting, Sherry 
Garten again made her request 
for access to all work orders in 
the past year which involved 
electrical work. When she was 


told that it would not be pos- 


sible to just get electrical orders 
she requested access to all or- 
ders. Manager and staff had 
spoken to her of the difficulty 
in responding to this request, 
since the works orders are filed 
in each member's file, to which 
she would not have access due 
to confidentiality concerns. 
When members request infor- 
mation which isn‘t routinely 
available or available with only 
minimal work, the member is 
asked to place the request in 
writing for an estimate of the 
staff time and charges to provide 
the information. Garten com- 
plained that this was against the 
open book policy of GHI. 
Turnbull responded that GHI 


can make existing information 
available but cannot create 
“new” information without con- 
sidering the impact on the cor- 
poration in terms of staff time 
and costs.
